We arrived in Cadiz In the after- 
noon, and at onoe proceeded to inter- 
view the people fh>m abnainesa stand- 
point.

Our trip lias lieen made up of 
agixeablen and disagreeables, but oiir 
pleasure bore is so great Ibat we cau 
hardly remember the disagreeable 
part. We Started ftom Uopkiusvillo 
at 12:S8 and reaehed Nashville in 
throe hours; here we encountered a 
delay of Ave hours and then were 
coinpolled to take a train carrying 
only one passenger uoacli besldee the 
smoking car and three sleepers. Ev- 
ery seat ill the coach and smoker was 
full when the triiin arrived from 
Louisville, und when the Nashville 
crowd boarded the car boiiic seals 
had tlirce iici-souh on them und some 
were conipelled to stand up. We 
were told by the t^^ewi tli;il every 
berth on the sleeper wa^ sdlil, so we 
were iu consteruatlou what to do, but 
very soou with a little lalfy and an ex- 
tra price we were provided with a 
nice berth. We think the L. ft N., 
should attach a eleeper and passenger 
car at 8L Louis tu be kuowti as tlKl- 
N. O. cars and permit only through 
passougei-s to take them. We think 
it nothing but Jnstioe to the people 
along the line between Bt Louis and 
Nashville, for If they secure sleepers 
they liave to telegraph to Nashville 
uiul tliniL till 10 is nothing certain 
about sii uriiif,' them, besides it gives 
the paKM'n;,'er a pleiisant place to 
wait wliilo in Nashville. We passed 
llinMingliaui at night and could not 
sec mill li of the place, but saw the 
furnace lircs burning, which we con- 
sidered a graud sight. Ne.xt we 
i-caehcd Montgomery where we are 
served with a very nice breakfast, 
thou we traveled througli the poorest 
country we ever saw, reaching Pensa- 
oola Junction, and then not one single 
residence did we see until we arrived 
atMbbile; after eating an elegant 
dinner of the most delicious bivalves 
we leave Mobile and here begins the 
pretty pai-f of our trip, the entire 
road seems to be built over water. 
We crossed bridges two miles In 
length and you could not see land lu 
any (liiectlon. AVe passed "Doauvoir" 
anil stretched our eyes to catch a 
glimpse ot the hoinoofour southern 
hero — Jclfersoii Davis— but could 
only sec the comb of the roof of his 
residence. We arrived iu New Or- 
leans aboai8(fclopk°and easily found 
the place where we expected to stop, 
which is th« Otegg Houae^ the most 
centrally located house in tbe city. 
We pay (br our rooms and eat when 
we please and we assure you it is the 
cheapest plau we ever tried. Our 
i-ooms are nice and clean and the 
pi-oprielor is as acoommodatlug and 
courteous as U Is possible to be. We 
would advise those desiring an el 
gant lioiise, citlier male or female, to 
try llic Gregg. Our meals cost us 
Irbui 25 lu I) cents. I thing I have 
eaten a bushel of oysters last night 
and to-day. Our oysters taste noth 
ingliketheb. Wo went out to day 
and took a birds-eye view of the Ex- 
position and 1 must say that stupeu- 
dons nor any other word will iiotdes- 
oribe it ; but enough for this letter.

Let t le naturalists go to the 
kitchen, and humbly sit nt the fed of 
Uie cook. Tims they will lenni in lif- 
teeii minut.es inoio about the cat tliau 
they can otherwlae lean in a lUMiiBa.

It is 
net int'ndi'd for the penis;d of tlios ' 
who simply have a ganglion or nerve- 
coutor whieli they ons using tcnqiorari- 
ly nntil they can afford u brain. 

Man is more highly endowed with 
bruin than iiny othor animal. Still, 
nearly all uiiimali> crcalion has a truce 
of this organ —decreasing, of cniir-e. in 
intensity downward, from m in to the 
lower mammals, birds, reptiles, l.atr.i- 
chlu and fi-hits, till nearly all traces of 
the brain disappear hi the luuphioxm 
and dude. 

Tlie eliplmnt has the heaviest Lirain 
of any animal. It often weighs as high 
us nine or ten pound;. The whale comes 
ne.Kt with a bruin that weiglis, jusr- 
haps, bvo pounds. So, great mental 
stivngth is the result of qnalitv more 
thao (|uantity iu tho mutter of brain 
tissue. 

The brain of an adult man weig'. s. 
on an uvcriigo, forty-eight ounces, w lille 
that of t)ie average adult woman weighs 
forty-four oiineos, and yot woman is 
far superior lo man montally. I have 
obliuned tb'.8 information from a lady- 
friend of mine who Is thoroughly trust- 
worthy. 

Th(! brain is inclosed in a bony sphon> 
called the sknIL This bony envcljpo is 
air-tight Tho brain does not have to 
lie air.'d if it is in a normal condit On. 
It should be kept inside tho skull to i- 
stiuitly, aod in as eompaot form as |)os- 
sible, for when it Is ot&erwiso gruat in- 
co.'ivenienee may ensue. 

The parts of the encapholon, wo are 
told, are ttiu areirum, ccrtbe'lum, m ■- 
tlullaoblongata, pom varolu, oiiliijiUo, 
pianisitimo. Any one would think that 
u brain with all those things In it W(mld 
not feei well, but such is not the ca»o. 
The brain has (mm 'n found, u|hiu mieio- 
soopie invtistiojution aflor death, to con- 
tain not only Uie foreign microbes and 
things named above,, but aluo a dnori- 
tious snh tanoo, cranial nerves, moloi 
O'liJi, corpttn rottosum, forjtont afri idi, 
tli'tiiui, tittcmtla qiittdrt'jt'uiiiiiL, .sA/j'- 
cnlo, arbor vU<t, rrunt cerebri, aud 
otlKir foreign aubstaaeea, which must 
have made life a burden; and yet 
death did not n'snlt f<>r many years. 

Nothing, however, Is so deslriie ive 
to brain tissue as davlight Many have 
died lUmost instantly after light aud 
fresJi air have been admitted into the 
hru'n. The brain is quo of the most uoukcd i r iua , as fi 
useful of all our organs, and, therefore, in large ipiaiiiiii 
we should use every pr'caution to nv 
tain it; for. like the ,self-cocklng revol- 
ver, a man may struggle along for 
years without having occasion to nso it, 
and yet when he does want to use it ho 
waiiLs it very much. Wo might gel 
along in .society a loug time without b.-- 
ing called upon for any mental demon- 
stration, hut some dav, without any no- 
tice whatorer, we might be rcpiested 
hy niu' host to express un idea, ond we 
would fc '1 ve:y miieh cut up to adm t 
Uiat w o had left our thinker at home on 
Uie |iiaiio. 

Piiysicians who have never had much 
ox[H.'rieiico with the brain, never having 
ha.1 a ciLso of it in their own familioi, 
nor stuJio.1 its habits in oilier pooplo, 
freipiently iiuikc an erroneous diagnosis 
where tt patient is sulTc' ^g from brain 
iroubia I once knew a young doctor, 
wlio has s'bco resigned h'slnerative 
pnu'lloe in oiih-r Ut aceopt a highly ro- 
i ponsilile |>osiiiuu as cbambermaid in a 
hlr^o hvety-stablo, to make a mistsik.; 
of that kiU'L The potieat wai a Oer- 
man, who was unconscious at tho t me 
the doctor was called. The latter felt 
the pulse, examined tho tongue, wro-'« 
onl three pre-scriptions ondifloreiit dmg 
.-tiH'cs (or meilicinc to oucour.ige ze.il 
on lite part of tlie liver, and wont away. 

The coroner waa no expeit la eaaes ol 
that kind, but ho went at ft on the 
theory that tho brain h.id been affeete<I. 
and trace 1 lip tho .symiXoins till he 
showed tho jury Ibat it was a cose ol 
quick eoupllug-pin on the brain, k 
scorns that tho patient had beau expostHl 
at a- salojn on A street, and thb was 
followed in i|uiok suceesalon ty oomo, 
semi-colon and full btop. 

Wu sliouhl take great core of our 
brain if we intend to use it It is a very 
sensitive organ, and is eaally aSbotca 
hy external mituences. VeTylittle, after 
all, is known of the location of various 
p''.ren.,lo^'lcal organs in th.- brain. The 
relation tietween tliouelit and the uli- 
Uir al organ which we Mil the brain is a 
little misty yet It is not for poor, 
short-lived, and pnny man to know 
. vcrything. The brain, however, Is a 
curious organ. It is a good thing in its 
place, but entirely useless when re- 
moved from - the party to'whom it be- 
longs. Wo should not overwork the 
bra n, or .str.dn it In trj-ing to think of 
hard worils that no ono else knows tho 
meaiiiug of. Neither should we try to 
preserve our brain in alcohol during 
otiiue hours. Alcohol and ffragr matter 
are always antagonistlo. LM us take 
;.'o id care of (»iir brains and not wear 
tlii in out Irving to impart ln{orni;ition 
lo those wfio do not seek it Another 
thing that we should remomber is that 
the brain weighs about twenty timei as 
much as the tongue, ' and, therefore, 
thoro b no physiological law which 
will require ns Co tell all we know.—

There are maoyoaaea ia which at 
Qrst a ikilled physidan can not say pos- 
itively whether it is contagious diplt- 
theria or a simple non-epooiftc indaiik- 
mation with wiiich he has to deal,, and 
this uncertainty may continue for a 
conslilcrahle time. If Dr. Jacohi's 
vfews ure corn et, and he is certainly 
very high nutliorlty on tids subject, 
dipntheria may exist csiieclaily in tlie 
adult in a chronic form, not greatly 
disturbing the health, or at all eveute 
not preventing the iKu-son so affiecled 
from going about and petformiug his 
or her usual duties, and yet making the 
s.'cretions from i^ueh person capable of 
conveying tlie dlii use. 

The precautions to lie taken in Ibo 
monagemeiit tn u well-marked cose of 
dqditheria are, or shoukl bo, generally 
known; they Imvc been puDlisheJ as 
eirciilars by many lie ilth boards, and 
through the itecnlur and medical press, 
and may 1 e summed up ns futiows:
